Is there no lesson, no caution here to the 
young men of piety, who turn their backs on 
the ministry, because other professions hold 
out the prospect of a speedier and more bril- 
liant worldly success? Mr. Shepherd's case 
reveals the magnitude of the mistake they 
make. They may succeed to the top of their 
wishes, may accumulate honors, offices, means, 
influence, and political station : and then, after 
all, feel in their hearts the irresistible desire 
that the holy peace, humb!e toil, and spiritual 
aims of a parish minister had been their lot.—

Then stepping the other side 
of the wall, they wish the minister to assuage 
their fears, to comfort their consciences, and 
furnish them a clear ticket and assurance for 
heaven.

A Snor.— An in- 
teresting account is given in the eleventh num- 
ber of the Edinburgh Philosophical Journal 
of the Jaculator fish of Java, by a gentleman 
who had an opportunity of examing some 
specimens of it in the possession of a chief. 
The fish were placed in a small circular 
pond, from the centre of whieh projected a 
pole upwards of two feet in height; at the 
top of this pole were inserted several small 
pieces of wood, 8 at the points, on 
each of which were transfixed some insects of 
the beetle tribe.

A Pretty Process.—Among the machines 
lately on exhibition at the agricultural exposi- 
tion in Paris, was one for hulling wheat, It 
is said that by the methods now in use the bran 
when it is separated from the wheat, carries 
away with it at least twenty per cent, of nutri- 
tive matter. The new reduces this 
amount to four per cent. The hulled grains of 
wheat seen wo 7 a microscope, present a per- 
fectly smooth and polished appearance, some- 
thing like that of potatoes when the skin has 
been removed by washing. 

The bran itself ie but a pellicle, of which 
excellent paper is now made. The inventor of 
the machine, M. Besnire de la Pontonaire. aſ- 
firms that if this process had been applied to 
the grain consumed in France the past year, 
the instead of presenting of a deficit of 
seven million hectolitres, would have shown a 
surplus of three mlllion bectolitres. (The 
bectolitre is a fraction over 23 bushels.) The 
cost of hulling a hectolitre of wheat by the 
new process is about four cents.— Ez. 


The international free trade congress, recent- 
ly assemoled at Brussels, Belgium, propose to 
agitate not only for absolute free trade in all 
countries, but for a uniform international post- 
age system, for uniformity of weights, measures, 
and moneys, and a simplification of the pass- 
port system. They say in their resolutions 
that the theory of free trade is now admitted 
by all political economists, and it only remains 
to secure its general adoption, as the nations 
will admit 
of it.

Turkey is rich to overflowing ; the popula- 
tion — in all their poverty of 24 
The loveliness of every landscape is broken by 
the most hideous public misery. The climate 
is fine, for the air is fresh and soft; the tem- 
perature generally moderate. It is bad be 
cause it is both cold and wet, foggy and rainy. 

The Turk proverbially loves his ease; vet 
he lives in the most inconvenient manner. He 
smokes chibouque or vargilly on sofas without 

ks; he uses his or a writing-desk, 
and the floor for a dinner-table. He is fond of 
riding, but has no roads. He is fond of visit- 
ing his friends in state, but has no carriage. 
His streets are neither named nor numbered. 

Turks are both clean and dirty. They are 
always dabbling with water, but they eat with 


their hands; they heap intolerable bage 
before their doors, leave dogs to do the onde 
of scavengers, and allow carcases to 


putreſy beneath the windows of their palaces. 

are both quick and slow in business, for | 
they have few formalities; yet they have al- 
ways got a scope of opposing interests in 
everything. They neglect the most important 
affairs in endeavoring to satisfy — on 
some occasions, and jump at conelu with 
a simplicity and good faith almost affecting, 
upon others. 

The Tark's wives are so muffled up that 
they cannot see where they are walking ; and 
they roll about like barrels, from the length 
of their dresses and the largeness of their 
shoes. He veils and imprisons, yet he allows 
them to go where they please unaccompanied. 
Turks are never scen in public with their 
wives. Ou the one hand, they ap to con- 
sider ladies as Nature's choicest handiwork ; 
for they can imagine no present more grateful 
to the Sultan on the great festival of the 
Biran, than a young maideo. On the other 
hand, they deny women any place or influence 
in society; and while they refuse them a soul, 
insist that they shall be transported bodil 
into Paradise. In Turkey, a girl seldom 
brings a portion to her husband; but the 
husband pays a sum of money to her parents. 
Turkish women are lively, gossiping, restless ; 
the men are calm, tacitarn, and apathetic. A 
Turk considers it shamefal to look at a lady 
passing him. He never suffers the name of 
wife to pass his lips, and would consider it an 
insult if you asked after her health. Yet he 
is a polygamist, and has children by his slaves. 

The Ottoman is compassionate and cruel.— 
He will leave a legacy to a horse, and support 
an army of beggars; but he would roast a 
Christian with great zest, and bastinadoes his 
slaves without a quulm. He is at once splen- 
did and mean. Ostentations in servants, 
horses, pipe-sticks and houses; but his ser- 
vants and horses are worthless, his houses are 
kept in such bad repair that the rain often 
comes into his drawing-room, and pigeons 
build in the hall of audience of his sultans-— 
He always reminds strangers of the a oe 
an nobleman, who had but one spur. Noth- 
ing about him is complete, A saddle of cloth 
of gold will be girt around his steed with an 
old rope, and while the mouth-piece of his pipe 
may be worth five hundred pounds, the bowl is 
not worth a half-penny. He is a democrat. 
thongh he lives under government nominally 
despotic. He is a democrat because he can 
hardly understand any real difference of ranks 
in a country where a whim of the prince has 
often made a minister of a coffee-boy or a wa- 
ter-carrier. Most governments are supposed 
to examine affairs with some view to their 
settlement; at the Porte they are usually in- 
vestigated with a view of avoiding it. In 
other countries promotion is slow, and busi- 
ness is ma comparatively quickly. In 
Turkey busioess is conducted slowly and pro- 
motion granted quickly. Elsewhere thanks 
are usually returned for a present; in Turke 
it is customary to thank the receiver. 
guest invited to dinner is also thanked for 
coming. 

In Turkey superiors salute inferiors ; else- 
where the reverse is the fashion. In Europe 
we uncover our heads as a mark of respect ; 
in Turkey people take off their shoes to show 
deference. A Turk is brief of speech, and 
seldom exaggerates ; but he is amused by in- 
terminable stories, and the most improbable 
freaks of the imagination. He suffers evils 
without complaint ; because he says they are 
written on the book of fate, and he considers 
them as part of the scheme of Divine Provi- 
dence: He bas a great contempt for ancestry, 
and concedes to the descendant of Mahomet 
no other advantage in life than a green turban. 
He has even a stinging proverb always ready 
for those who claim merit on account oi their 
forefathers, and tells them that they are like 
dogs who prowl about tombs and live upon 
old bones. 

A real Turk cares little for politics ; most of 
the persons mixed up in public affairs in his 
country being Greeks or of Greek descent. 
He is brave and sensitive; but he never dreams 
of a duel, nor have the French been able to in- 
oculate him with their entertaining ideas on 
this subject. I can recall no single instance of 
a Turk who has committed suicide. He will 
tell you, indeed, that the hour of his death is 
written, and that he can neither hasten nor re- 
tard it.

Murder or robbery is rare in 
a Turkish quarter, elsewhere it is of a daily 
occurrence. Indeed, the Turks are a great 
deal better than the institutions under which 
they have hitherto lived; and they are accus- 
tomed to say, with no less trath than good ha- 
mor, ‘ We like our government best when it 

lects us most.’

AN INCIDENT OF OCEAN LIFE. 


Our noble ship lay at anchor in the bay of 
Tangier, a fortified town in the extreme north- 
west of Africa. The day had been extremely 
mild, with a gentle breeze sweeping to the 
northward and westward. but towards the close 
of the afternoon the sea-breeze died away, and 
one of those sultry, oven-like atmospheric

Half an hour before sun-down the feaptain

minutes the forms of our tars were seen leaving 
from the gangways, the ports, the nettings, bow- 
sprit, and some of the more venturesome 
their leap from the arms of the lower yard.

A few months since Sheriff Scannel who

The Limantour Case. 

The public mind appears to be deeply in- 
terested in the developements, that are being 
made, in the case of the Limatour Grant. 
This is very natural from the fact, that it not 
only interests every resident in the city, as a 
citizen, but it effects the pecuniary interest of 
a very large portion of the property holders of 
San Francisco. 

From the evidence already before us, there 
appears little room to doubt the illegality of 
the document upon which this claim is founded. 
At the commencement of last week, Mr. La Rein- 
trie, a well known citizen of this city, announ- 
ced by an advertisement, that he would under- 
take an exposition and developement of the 
frauds contemplated by the Grant of Liman- 
tour. His promised exposures, were anticipa- 
ted on Wednesday, by an indictment of the 
grantee, by the Grand Jury of the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court, whose conviction is apparently 
foreshadowed by the confession of one of his 
accomplices, and confidential clerks Friday 


to the officers of the Government. 

This combination of favorable disclosures 
in so important a case, which involves so much 
of the interest and prosperity of the citizens 
of our city, has very naturally inspired in them 
bright hopes, for a fature release from the 
fangs of this monstrous claim. 

The reported confession of Emile Letanneur, 
confidential clerk to Limantour, unless he can 
be impeached, will establish the fraudulent 
issue of this grant, and consign the holder 
of it to infamy and a prison. It is said that 
he was taken before the Grand Jury on Friday, 
where he admitted that the grant, which was 
evidently a blank sigaed by Gen. Micheltore- 
na, was filled up by himself in the year 1852, 
t the city of Mexico, at the dictation of 
Limentour, who desigoated the dates and 
boundaries. He further admits that he never 
was in this country until the year 1850, when 
he arrived at Mexico, and entered into the ser- 
vice of Limantour, with whom he has since 
remained. Admitting his statements to be 
true, we say it establishes the fact of the 
falsity of the document, as it purports to have 
been issued in 1843. 

We shall watch with no little interest the 
progress of the developments in this case, 
which, we hope, will result in a restoration 
to our property-owners of their just and legal 
rights.

Napa, (Soda Springs) Dee., Ist 1856. 

Messrs. Eprrors :—It is not quite the season 
for visiting the Springs, but as I am one of 
those unfortanate individuals, born to he poor, 
and being obliged to labor daily for means to 
vegetate upon, I snatch whatever leisure mo- 
menus turn up, and pay flying visits to all such 
places. Circumstances gave me a whole week 
of spare time, and I determined at once to ded - 
icate it to loafing generally, under the cover 
of improving my health. S0 I took a shirt (a 
biled one, as the miners say) and a collar and 
other fixings, and started for Napa Valley, 
without any very clear idea of what I was go- 
ing todo when I gotthere. This valley had 
been dancing in my visions of elegant leisure 
for along time, and I bad determined to be- 
hold the glory thereof. I arrived at the city 
of theSlough, by:way of Benicia, the “ city of 
magnificent distances,” Junior, where the cap- 
itol is not located, but where the Educational 
department is, or has been for several years, 
presided over with much dignity by Mr. Pick- 
wick, (unless I mistake the name). I did not 
find much to marvel at in the thoroughfares of 
Napa, except the entire absence of hotels—the 
sine gua non for sojourners.—True, there were 
several apologies for such a luxury, but they 
should not be named within the pale of eivili- 
zation. One of them was closed up for good 
reasons, it is presumed, and the other goes on 
the ranching system, and makes no preten- 
sions to elegance. I borrowed a gun and took 
a trail for the mountains, (over the plains) 
heading for the Soda Springs, the barn on said 
locality being visible in the blue distance, 
which distance was six miles by Gunter. I ar- 
rived there at one hour and fifteen minutes 
past meridian, or thereabouts, and discovered 
the inhabitants thereof discussing the coun- 
ters over a game of euchre. I immediately ac- 
cepted an invitatien to lunch (I having con- 
veyed the intimation delicately that it would 
be agreeable) the lunch was dispatched, I 
modestly assure you, with remarkable readi- 
ness, owing doubtless to my little tramp and 
the condition of the merket in Napa. I then 
walked out to see the natural Soda Fountains, 
and found them to exced my expectations in 
all respects, There are five or six springs bubs 
ling from the erevices of the rocks, three of 
which have pipes set in them, by which the 
waiter can be conveyed to a cistern and bottled 
for commerce.

The of a low moral standard ina 
community is a direct injury to every honest 
and virtuous citizen. By as much as others 
gain in the concealment of their deformity, by 
so much these lose, in the suspicion which 
attaches to every character. There is no im- 
pression that the vieious love better to pro- 
duce in any community, than that there is no 
trusting any one; that there is no honesty, 
and that virtue is a chimera indulged where 
men and women are not so well known. Let 
the waters be stirred’ up and kept muddy, and 
the tadpole and the gold-fish are both alike. 
So it was here, once, to perfection. In the 
muddy water and among tbe bulrushes moved 
about the virtuous and the vicious, in almost 
undistinguishable union. The gamblers and 
the harlots had not then hidden away in their 
holes and their crevices, but moved in bold 
effrontery among the men whose sympathies 
were all averse from their modes of vicious 
life. 

The establishment of a correct public senti- 
ment, after such a condition of things, is of 
course a work of time. It is resisted by all 
whose sympathies are with the low and vile ; 
and it is impeded by all those who, though 
virtuous themselves, have grown careless under 
the influence of the sentiment which once 
prevailed. As dissolute tastes commonly form 
the fashions, so do they also often form the 
manners of a community. We know that 
there is a carelessness and a want of delicacy 
in the social relations which occasions scandal 
and brings the breath of suspicion upon the 
innocent: as we are informed that there are 
prevalent in gay and fashionable but respect- 
able circies in this city modes of costume 
which would scarcely be tolerated in au east- 
ern city. We know that great improvement 
has been made. But we know also thata 
higher moral sentiment, and a stricter regard 
to the proprieties of life, must obtain, before 
society here shall have reached its highest 
refinement.

Messrs. Eprrons or tae Evanoetist : 

As controversy does not often reconcile 
opposing sentiments, and as it is so difficult to 
prevent the expression of opposite opinions 
upon exciting questions from running into per- 
sonal dispute, I had determined not to reply to 
the letter of Rev. Dr. Scott, written in answer 
to one from myself, and both published in your 
columns. But reflection and the representa- 
tions of others have reminded me, that not all 
your readers are so fully in possession of the 
facts as to be able to form an independent esti- 
mate of our recent events, and that silence 
may be construed into assent to the very posi- 
tive assertions of Dr. Scott. The assertions in 
which he indulges are so far at variance with 
my own convictions and the convictions of 
those around me, and the imputations which 


he directly and indirectly casts upon the many 
ministers whose views and course differ from 
his ows; are so unjust that I am compelled to 


to reply. Dr. Scott's says: 
* our correspondent is mistaken and 
that — yall the ministers of the gospel of 


peace in this State, Iam not left to ‘stand 
alone,” the only witness for the supremacy of 
constitutional law, and solitary in preaching 
the christian daty of obedience to our rulers. 
I cannot believe I an altogether alone. If so, 
it is ising and painful — utterance. 
For, if such be the guides of people, what 
can be of them? 

I will do your correspondent the justice to 
say that I have no doubt the true explanation 
is, that he meant to say that I had not filled 
my pulpit on Sabbath, as was the fashion, with 
fuisgme adulations of the Committee, and that 
though it was well known that I could not on 
134. approve of the Committee, it is true 

had not prayed ſor them nor spoken of them 
in the pulpit.” 

I have heard of no “fulsome adulations ” 
filling the pulpits of the city or the State. But 
many of the pastors, at an early moment and 
when it was not clear but that they should 
give mortal offence to many, and when also the 
risk which their people incurred was imminent, 
did speak from the sacred desk with carnestoess 
and feeling upon the subject, as men conscious 
of a sacred trust and a fearful responsibility of 
influence. I have heard of none who are not 
in favor of “constitutional law,” although 
they believe that the Constitution was mani- 
festly made for the State, and not the State fur 
the Constitation. I have heard of none who 
have denied or ignored the “ christian duty of 

Obedience to our rulers,” although few assent 
to the teachings of Dr. Scott that we ought to 
rendcr this obedience to our rulers “ though 
they be as wicked as a Caligula or a Nero.“ 
The ministers of this State need no defence 
from me; and I seek no occasion to pay a 
tribute to their worth, their wisdom and their 
devotion. Nor can 1 admit that in all the 
requisites for an intelligent jadgment of what 
was the real condition of the city and State, 
(for most have been here longer than Dr. 
Scott,) nor in freedom from motives of interest 
or prejudice, they are generally a whit less 
qualified than he is to judge of the necessity 
and the righteousness and the result of the late 
popular movement at which we now rejoice. 
If unhappily Dr. Scott stands, with few excep- 
tions, not only “alone” in his opinions, but 
also apart from the sympathies of his brethren 
in this State, does he not owe it wholly to 
himself? Theoretically he allows every man 
the fullest latitude of opinion, but in this case 
at least, where others arrive at different con- 
clusions from himself, they are virtually brand- 
ed as untrue to the constitution, recreant to 
christian duty, unsafe guides of the people, 
and prostitutors of the pulpit by filling it with 
adulations of the Vigilance Committee. 

Is not this as unfair as it would be on the 
other hand to impute to unworthy motives, the 
silence of Dr. Scott at so important a jancture 
of public affairs, upon an occasion of such in. 
tense concern, when so much interest ex- 
isted to learn his views, and as he says, one 
man would not have missed hearing him for 
hundreds of dollars? 

And is it fair, and great, and noble, in argu- 
ment against a body of men suchas the min 
istry of this State, who have claims at least to 
courtesy, to interpret their position as an 
adulation of a popular power, or, as in another 
instance, to ascribe opposition of sentiment to 
envy? Most of these are men who came to 
this State years ago. They have been always 
resisting a relaxed public sentiment. They 
found the Sabbath unobserved, the family re- 
lations broken down, intemperance and pro- 
fanity fearfully prevalent. They have neither 
sought or received wealth, or popular applause. 
Without professions of peculiar devotion to 
the Master's service, I yet believe they deserve 
that distinction, and some of them have been 
honored of heaven with great usefulness. 

It is too late to charge them with having be- 
come sycophants now. 

I am sorry that, mingled with the discussion 
on your side of the mountains of these our 
local concerns, there should be any thing per- 
sonal; for you are only concerned to obtain 
the facts, and thus ſorm an intelligent estimate 
of these matters which go upon the page of 
history, and will be often referred to as portents, 
good or evil, and a remarkable precedent, safe 
or dangerous. And I am sorry that it should 
have fallen to myself to engage in it. Noth- 
ing was farther from my thoughts. The occa- 
sion of my writing you a communication in 
which I casually referred to Dr. Scott, was the 
declaration from himself that he was about 
writing to the East his views upon our local 
matters. Although well aware of his views, I 
was not prepared to receive from him through 
the Presbyterian of Philadelphia, a letter ad- 
dressed to the Editors of the Pacific, in which 
I am singled out and inflicted with a public 
reprimand (a private one having failed to con- 
vince me) for my support of the Committee. 
To that letter I have already published a reply, 
My casual and not disrespectful and not inten- 
tionally public mention of him in my letter to 
you, drew forth the communication to which 
this refers. 

The most important present issues which Dr. 
Scott makes are, that the Vigilance Committee 
was unnecessary, and that the result has been 
harmful rather than good. 

1. Dr. Scott claims that we have a constitu- 
tional remedy which was sufficient for all our 
evils. The reply is, that a state of things 
existed which rendered the application of that 
remedy entirely impracticable. The facts con- 
cerning ballot-box stuffing, and the possession 
of the polls by organized gangs, aud the keep 
ing back of election returns, and the sale of 
offices to those who would bid the bighest, are 
weil known. Whenever this system should be 
broken up it must have been by force. Men 
guilty of these crimes could not be punished. 
The officers of the law owed their election to 
them and pensioned them. Indeed, although 
with some upright Judges, the conviction and 
punishment of a man who either belonged to 
this extended clique or who had money, was a 
thing which it was absurd to expect. From 
homicide lists carefully kept it is known that 
at least twelve hundred murders have been 
committed in San Francisco, and not more 
than three or four persons have been executed 


sel, temperate but firm, that ruled the hour 
and afterwards accomplished better reparation: 
There was not a man in the city who did not 
know that, left to “the law,“ there was no 
chance that Casey should be punished. Even 
then the murderer of Richardson was in the 
jail cursing Casey that he had brought fresh 
danger upon him just as his prospect of escape 
, was becoming certain. 

When the news of the murder of Mr. King 

had startled the city, I also joined the crowd 
that from all quarters hastened to the fatal 
spot. Gaining access to him whose noble form 
had fallen, I sat long at his side as he lay in 
agony and blood, breathing yet no vengeance 
against his murderers. It was not strange that 
I went from that scene to write these words 
which appeared in the Paczfic next morning, 
which were my deep convictions, and which I 
would not draw the pen over were I to live 
over the past few months or were I never to 
hold this pen again: 
__ “ Bat if there is no chance of justice thus 
if criminals are certain to go free, if gamblers, 
and prison birds, and black-legs — control the 
forms of law—if while James King lies in his 
gore, James Casey, guarded by friends in 
prison, can mock at justice and laugh at 
public indignation—then let the strength of 
the people be felt once more inspiring fear, 
alike among black- criminals and offi- 
cials equally corrupt. * 

“It is a serious thing for a people to take 
the execution of the law from the appointed 
tribunals; but it is a thousand times more se- 
rious that it be not executed at all. Better a 
thousand times this way than not at all. In 
the eye of the law, without possibility of coun- 
ter testimony, James P. Casey is a murderer. 
He ought to be hung. It is for each man’s 
conscience to say, whether he believes that, left 
to our courts, Casey will be hung. Believe it 
who will, we do not.” 

The forming of the Committee is known. It 
was a spontaneous enrollment of the citizens, 
as fast as they could enter their names and or- 
ganize, to effect that justice which they fully 
despaired of otherwise, and to redeem the 
trampled laws to place and power. Every 
successive step was a triumph, not of tiger 
passion, but calm strength, guided aad con- 
trolled : a spectacle of grandeur in popular 
action such as I scarce expect to see again 
while I live—passion enough to give it wild 
sublimity—reason enough to show it the work 
of men, not of beasts. It was turniog a city 
into a court, and every man wore the ermine, 
and observed the oath. 

2. And what has been the result ? No part of 
Dr. Scott's letter has excited more amazement 
here, than the statement that the Vigilance 
Committee has done no good, and that the 
State is more fall of robbery and blood than it 
has ever been. It is true the fruits of the Vi- 
gilance Committee had not so far developed 
themselves when the Dr. wrote, as they have 
since done ; and I do not think he would ven- 
ture to write such a sentence now. The evi- 
dences of improvement are manifested in every 
possible way. We had an election of un- 
exampled quietness and fairness. Officers have 
been chosen who possess unusual confidence. 
Marders have ceased. I have not heard that 
a single body has been picked up around the 
docks, since the existence of the Vigilance 
Committee, though fifty or more are supposed 
to have been found in the few months preceding. 
In all civil concerns we can compare now fa- 
vorably with any Eastern city. Our journals 
record the improvement, and thankful hearts 
perpetually make mention of it. The work of 
years has been wrought ina day. No more 
striking evidence exists in favor of the Com- 
mittee than the fact that Judge Terry, once 
their prisoner, and who justifies the confidence 
placed in him, is said to have spoken of them 
only with respect. 

Without quoting from the journals of the 
day, or mentioning statistics, it is sufficient for 
most readers that I quote a few passages from 
a sermon by the Rev. E. S. Lacy, delivered 
on Thanksgiving day, in a service in which 
four congregations united, including that of 
the Rev. Dr. Anderson ; and of the large con- 
congregation present, I doubt if there was an 
individaal who dissented from the following 
remarks : 

We have reason to thank our gracious God 
and Father, as citizens of this city. We have 
—— through strange scenes, and have be 

d wonders in the past few months. I do 
not call them “ unbappy scenes; I feel quite 
the contrary way. From the beginning to the 
end, it was a movement in prayer. It was the 
dawn of the fullest day of promise which ever 
opened upon this city. The thick clouds which 
bang over all our sky, aod continually 
blacker, were parted asander by one bolt of 
indignation, and now our horizon is well nigh 
cleared. I have never found in history such 
testimony of righteousness in the common 
breast, as that gave. A people, nowhere in the 
world, since history has kept a record, bas ever 
risen up in such sublimity, to assert right. 

* * * * — 
What course could have been taken, so tem- 
perate, so a so sublime as the one 
which was taken? I confess I felt that the 
guidance of God was around all that movement 
—and I feel it now more than I did then. * * 
It wasa t moral revolution accomplished 
in the briefest time and without shedding a 
— of innocent blood. I look back upon it 
with wonder; I shall always do so. I thank 
God that I was permitted toseeit. It seems 
now like a passage through the Red Sea, which 
God hath opened around us, through which 
we passed on dry land, and not one of us lost, 
and our enemies swallowed in the depths of the 


sea. 

3. Unless one denies altogether the right 
of a people in extreme cases by violence to 
rescue their laws from being trampled under 
foot, and the instrument of their freedom, the 
ballot-box, from being used to enslave them, 
which is to deny the right of all revolution for 


the candid mind must admit, that the evi- 
dence is vastly conclusive in favor of the neces- 
sity, the wisdom, the righteousness, and the 
complete success of the late struggle in San 
Francisco. It is clear that there was a re- 
markable spontaneousness and unanimity 
among all well disposed citizens, the merchants 
who had most at stake, the religious people 
including whole churches and congregations, 
without an exception ; almost the entire pop- 
ulation. ‘There was no hesitating, for the sake 
of trying other means : but one path was open 
for deliverance. There were no misgivings ; I 
have not heard an instance where any who 
favored the committee afterwards opposed. The

mittee, was as clear as noonday. It was not 
to break, but to sustain the laws; not to im- 
pair, but to enthrone the constitution. True 
patriots, they risked all for right; like states- 
men, they performed their labors, guided, it 
inust have been, by more than human wisdom ; 
as good citizens, they restored their power 
when their work was done. From them no 
evil precedent can be urged, for they were the 
most scapulous observers of the law, where it 
had any to execute it. 

And whenever, anywhere, such men as Mulli- 
gan and Casey come to govern a city, selling 
offices year after year to whomsoever they will, 
and thus purchasing immunity in the blackest 
of crimes, then may Americans use this prece- 
dent of ours if they need it, they are welcome 
to it, to do just the work which our citizens 
did, to the eternal terror of ballot-box stuffers 
and those who live on vile simony. And 
whenever a people in their integrity thus dare 
and do, may no minister of heaven pronounce 
the form of law more sacred than jastice, a 
farce of jury trial more valuable than innocent 
lives, and sacrifice better than righteousness. 
The professional instincts of a lawyer may ex- 
cuse him for siding with the bad men that 
would bolster up their shaken power, but I 


know not what instincts should lead a minister | POW 


of freedom that way. Many fine minds and 
hearts are sincere in their opposition to the 
Committee. I doubt not Dr. Scott is, and yet 
none the less was the cause of our people just 
and the issue beneficient. 

In conclusion Messrs, Editors allow me to 
suy to your vast number of readers that neith- 
er isms nor politics nor faction nor olog ies pro- 
perly to characterize the preaching so far as I 
know in the new pulpits of this land. We 
know of no other gospel save that of Jesus 
Christ ; and it is preached in many places with 
power and the witness of the Spirit, to the sal. 
vation of souls. It is preached iu all its ap- 
plications, also, to social vices, to the iniqui- 
ties of politics and to our national sins whereof 
we may be partakers, as well as to individual 
sins for which we are wholly responsible. We 
love our whole country and wish that it were 
all free, and happy. Our own soil is unstained 
with the tonch of slavery, and so, under God, 
we will keep it. The civil arm of power 
is not our dependence, however much we rejoice 
in what has been wrought. May the Spirit of 
God fill the temples that we have here built, 
and may Jehovah give rest and glory to our 
land.

Dr. Scott and the Vigilance Committee. 


Messrs. Eps. or tHe Evanoriist: In your 
paper of July 31st, your California correspon- 
dent B.“ says: I am sorry to hear that Dr. 
Scott, who stands alone in his opposition to 
the Vigilance Committee, secret, not open 
position, for he tas not spoken publicly—in- 
tends writing to some Eastern journals, giving 
his views upon affairs here. I know of but one 
clergyman besides him in the State, who does 
not endorse the remedy to which the people 
have resorted. Nearly every one has preached 
upon the subject,” Ke. Differiog altogether 
from the views of your correspondent, and de- 
nying any necessity fur the Vigilance Com- 
mittee, or that their doings have or can result 
in any good, I shall for the present, content 
—— t with referring to two points in his letter 
relating to myself: 

First, I feel something like a deep and pain- 
ful humiliation in the persuasion that I do not 
deserve the high distinction that is conferred 
upon me by your correspondent, in giviug me 
the honor to “stand alone in opposition” to 
such a body as the Vigilance Committee of 
this city. I hope your correspondent is mista- 
ken, aud that among all the ministers of the 
gospel of peace in this State Iam not left to 
“ stand alone“ —the only witness for the su- 
premacy of Constitutional law, and solitary in 
preaching the Christian daty of obedience to 
ourrulers. I caonot believe I am altogether 
alone. If so, it is surprising and painful be- 
yond utterance. For if auch be the guides of 
the people, what can be expected of them? I 
surely never expected to gain such honor as your 
friend has put upon me. If I did not feel 
wholly unworthy of the very idea of such a 
comparison, I should say I rejoiced, as the 
Apostles did on a certain occasion, in being 
counted worthy of such an honor. 

Secondly, Your anonymous correspondent is 
in error in saying, that my opposition was se- 
cret, not open.” He has since avowed his 
name, and in an article published in the Pu- 
ciſic, of this city, explanatory of his letter to 
you, he says: that Dr. Scott was about wri- 
ting to the East, and that it was we'l known 
that he was opposed to the Committee.” Now it 
is not my duty to reconcile these two state- 
ments, both referring to the same point of time. 
The one says “secret, and not open opposition,” 
ahd the other says, that at the same time “ it 
was well known that he was opposed to the 
Committee.“ I will do your correspondent the 
justice to say, that I have no doubt the true ex- 
planation is, that he meant to say that I had 
not filled my pulpit on the Sabbath, as was the 
fashion, with fulsome adulations of the Com- 
mittee. And that though it was well known 
tnat I could not in principle approve of the 
Committee, it is true I bad not yed for 
them, nor spoken of them in the pulpit. The 
following brief history will show to those who 
are not acquainted with facts and events that 
have occurred here. what my course has been 
in regard to this most unhappy business. And 
I wish it also to be kept in mind, that I have 
not pushed myself forward in this matter. All 
that I have written on the subject, has been 
imperativelycalled for, in order that my true 
position maybe known. 7 
Ist. This outbreak inst our liberties, 
rights, and constitutional laws, when I 
was absent in the mountains. ben I re- 
turned, Mr. King was dead. The Committee 
had hung Cora and Casey. Intense excitement 
and alarm filled the city. I got home on Sat- 
urday. My church was crowded on Sunday, 
to hear what I would say in behalf of the Vig- 
ilance Committee. It seemed to be the opin- 
ion, that as all, or almost all the Protestant 
clergymen had committed themselves to their 
measures, that I would do so likewise. Seve 
ral had said they would not miss hearing me on 
that occasion for hundreds of dollars. I was 
advised on both sides. I was threatened if I 
did not favor the Committee. I did not inform 
any one what I would do. But when the Lord's 
day came, and the church was crowded to 
overflowing, I preached a plain, solemn, old 
fashioned, orthodox sermon on God's love to 
sinners inthe Mission of Christ. I did not say 
a word about the Committee. I tried to show 
that we were all sinners and mast come to 
Christ for salvation. One of the daily Vigi- 
lant — — published the Discourse on Mon- 
day, and spoke of it as a happy effort, having a 
tendency to “calm the public miod and pour 
oil upon the troubled waters.” This discourse 
your readers may see in the National Preacher 
of your city, for August last. My course gave 
t offence to some. Several left my church 
know not how many; but still by God's 
blessing we are full more crowded than ever. 
Tbe course I took seemed to me to be the only 
one that could be taken with due to the 
sanctity of the pulpit and the high duty of 
preaching Christ and Him crucified. It was 
noi in my power to recal the dead or undo 
what had been done. Nor was that the hour 
for invective or even reason. I t to mod- 
erate the violent ions of men by pointing 
them to the love of God and the sufferings of 
Christ. And I believe that a majority of 
Christians here now think that I have done m 
duty, and that my course was the best. It

It was 
their opinion, howaver, that the excitement was

Again—io preparing the communicants 
of the church for the first regular celebration 
of the Lord's supper ofter this excitement be- 
gan, I stated to publicly that all my prin- 
ciples and convictions of trath were opposed 
to the doings of the Vigilance Committee— 
that I considered their proceedings as a great 
wrong to the city and State, and altogether 
contrary to the Bible, and to the example of 
Christ and his Apostles. And I exhorted 
them to repentance for all uncbristian feelings. 
and to come to the Lord's table exercising 
deep humility, faith and charity. 

4th. And when a fitting time had come 
when pleading for Sabbath schools, and when 
the Committee was still in the plenitude of its 
er only two days before they hung Messrs. 
He:herington and Brace—I preached a dis- 
courze on California affairs so far as I thought 
consistent with the pulpit. I bave sent you a 
copy of this discourse. Several thou co 
ies of it have been circulated.

But once more, when your correspond- 
ent B.“ wrote his letter dec'aring that my 
opposition was “ secret, and not open,” he had 
before him three letters from me, remonstrating 
with him, as he himself says, “as Pau! did with 
Peter,” and showing him tbat he was “to be 
blamed” for urging the peopie to deeds of vio- 
leace and bl in contravention of our lawa. 
And in one of these letters he is tuld to pub- 
lish our correspondence and my remonstrance 
with him for bis adhesion to the Committee, if 


do any good. 

From the foregoing statements, it will be 
geen that it is well known, and has been well 
known from an early period of this most un- 
bappy and disastrous business, that ou my con. 
science and according to my understanding of 
the Word of God, I could not, and did not ap- 
prove of the Vigilance Committee. On prin- 
ciple I am most decidedly against all such me- 
thods of redressing fancied or real social or po- 
litical wrongs. Our Constitution gives us all 
the power we need to correct abuses. I do not 
see a single valid argument in favor of the 
Committee. The oft-repeated plea, that the 
best citizens and the churches and ministers, 
with scarcely an exception, are in favor of it, 
does not make it right. This plea as far as it 
is true only makes this movement the more 


- dangerous. For if the best men in our com- 


munity are guilty of setting the Government 
at defiance, and taking the iaws into their own 
hand, what have we to fear when bad men shall 
arise and do in like manner? And do we not 
already see that the State is more full of rob- 
bery and blood than it has ever been? I do 
not believe the:e was any necessity for the or- 
ganization of the Committce. I do not believe 
there was anything among us that called for 
making an exception in our case to the duty 
of obeying our rulers, and of sustaining our 
laws. It is true there were evils to be correc- 
ted. But the guilt of these evils rested on the 
citizens themselves. A little time and effort 
would have removed them in a constitutional 
and peaceful way. The fault was not so much 
with the judges, courts or laws, as with our cit- 
izens. I say this after having read almost ev- 
erything that has been said in favor of the 
Committee, and after having givea this whole 
business a great deal of attention. And this is 
my conviction here on the spot, and in tha 
midst of it all. Aud Iam constrained to say, 
moreover, that I do not believe the Committee 
has done a single thing that is a blessing to the 
country, but the contrary. The effects of their 
proceediogs, according to my views,are already 
excecdiogly injurious both to the prosperity of 
the city and the State. 

It is exceedingly painful to me to feel that I 
am compelled to bear this testimony. And 
the urgency that is laid upon me to r this 
testimony is all the more apparent, because of 
the many letters written East that directly and 
indirectly put on me the necessity of stating 
my views of the State of affairs here. It is 
however exceedingly painful to me to have to 
do it, for among the Vigilant people, 1 have 
many warm personal friends. I suppose a 
majority of my congregation are in favor of 
the Committee I have nodoubt but the mo- 
tives of my friends who favor the Committee 
are pure and good. And of course they must 
have full liberty of conscience. But I am per- 
fectly sure that in all this matter they are 
wholly mistaken. 

In conclusion, it is true, Messrs. Editors, I 
do not preach isms, or polotics, or faction, or 
ologies in my pulpit. am a national man. 
I take the Bible and the Constitution as they 
are, and the Union as it was, as it is,and as it is 
to be. I pray for our rulers both in private and 
in public. I preach the duty of obedience to 
them. I have always done so. I try to make 
the people wise in the Scriptures of God. I try 
to calm all pernicious public excitements, and 
to persuade men to love one another and to 
fellow It is thus I have learned of 
Christ. O that we were all more filled with 
His blessed Spirit, and to Him be glory for. 
ever.

Mission to the Afghans. 

One of the most interesting missions under- 
taken by the American Church is that to the 
Afghans, which has been commenced during 


rary the past year by the Presbyterian Board. 


This has long been looked upon as a remark- 
able nation, on account of their independent, 
hospitable, and martial spirit, and their pos- 
session of a country, lying between India and 
Persia, filled with the grandest mountains in 
the world, with the original fruits and grains 
that have spread over the earth—following the 
expansion of the human race, and with ancient 


ug ruins, tablets, coins, and legends, of great 


value to the religious or scientific archeologist, 
But the chief attraction has lain in the sug- 
gestion by Sir Wm. Jones, Vansittart, and 
others, that they might be a portion of the 
Ten Tribes of Israel. Though now Moham- 
medans, they claim descent from King Saul, 
through a son named Berkia, who had a son 
called Afghan. And those scholars have fur- 
nished translations from their legends describ- 
ing the capture of the ark of the covenant by 
the Philistines, the anointing of Saul by Sam- 
uel, the battle of David and Goliah, and other 
events of Scriptare history, which they claim 
as their own. 

The seat of this new mission is appointed 
for the present, at Rawal Pindee, a town of 
15,000 inhabitants, between the Indus and 
Jhelum rivers, 160 miles northwest of Lahor. 


| ‘This is not within the borders of Afghanistan, 


where a residence is forbidden by the present 
disturbed state of the country. The report of 


the Board says : 

“The mission to the Afghans is undertaken 
in obedience to what are considered to be 
marked evidences of the call of Providence. 
The country of Afghanistan contains about 
five millions of inhabitants. These are 
a bardy and vigorous race, divided into tribes 
or families which bear some resemblance 
to the tribal divisions of the Israelites ; this is 
one of the circumstances that have led some 
writers to consider them to be of Israelitish 
origin. They are Mohammedans in their be- 
lief, and it is not practicable at present to 
conduct missionary efforts in their country. 


Considerable numbers of them are found, how- | PO 


ever, living in different places in the north- 
west of India, and others visit these places for 
ur of commerce. ' 

„Little has been done for their evangeliza- 
tion. The New Testament and a part of the 
Old Testament was translated into Pushtu, the 
language of this le, and printed at the 
Serampore press, in the days of the venerable 
missionaries, Carey and Marshman; but from 
the circumstances under which these portions 
of the Scripture were translated, they will re- 
quire revision ; while other books are yet to 
be translated, and the whole province of Chris- 
tian literature is yet untrodden ground. With- 
in a year or two, the English Episcopal Church 
Missionary Society have formed a mission for 
the Afghans at Peshawar, a city well chosen 
for this purpose, lying west of the Indus. The 

rayers of Christians should be offered on be- 
half of this important mission of our Episco- 
pal brethren. 

“The attention of the Board has been di- 
rected to the Afghans for many years. Their 
country was contemplated by the first mission- 
aries, as within reach of the evangelizing agen- 
cies of the Lodiana Mission. Several hundreds 
of Afghans were living at Lodiana when the 
earliest missionaries went to that city, and 
some of their sons have been in the mission 
school at that place. The wantof men and 
means, however, have delayed the eommence- 
ment of separate missionary efforts for this 

ple. Duriug the last year these difliculties 
ave been in some degree removed.” 

It is stated that an English Christian friend, 
who is well acquainted with our missionary 
brethren, made the offer of the handsome sum 
of $7,500 to the Board, if a mission were 
established for this people ; and accordingly an 
experienced and efficient missionary, the Rev. 
John H. Morrisou and his wife, who are well 
known in connection with the missions in In- 
dia, and the Rev. Isidor Lcewethal, who reach- 
ed the field last December, have been appoint- 
ed to this station. We bespedk for these 
brethren and their work, the prayers of those 
that desire the wide and energetic spread of 
tue blessings of Christ's gospel.— Oriental. 

The News. 

By the arrival of the Sonora, with Eastern 
dates, to Nov., 20th, we are in possession of 
important news from the Atlantic States, Eu- 
rope, South America, and Mexico. 

The politcal intelligence from the East, is 
what was expected, from the news received by 
the last steamer. The election of the Demo- 
cratic nominees, is now made certain, if the 
Electors prove true to the instructions of their 
constituents, which is thought to be doubtfal, 
by some of the Eastern Journals, and that ao 
attempt will be made, to divide his votes at 
the South, with a view of elevating a man, 
supposed to be more acceptable to the Slave 
power. Werefer our readers to our news col- 
umns, for fuller particulars of the result of the 
election. 

It is seldom, that we are called upon to 
chronicle such a l'st of disasters and sad caus- 
alities, as reach us by this mail. The accounts 
of losses by sea, the destruction by fires, to- 
gether with fearful floods and tornadoes upon 
land, fill a large space in our Eastern Exchan- 
ges. We regret to see, that in this fearful list 
of disastera, there has been a great loss of life. 
Full particulars of these events are given else- 
where. 

Death has overtaken several men and states- 
men of distinction, in our country, among 
whom are the Hon. John M. Clayton, U. S., 
Senaror from Delaware, Judge Hopkinson, of 
Mass., and Maj. Eaton, formerly Secretary of 
War, nnder President Jackson. 

The news from Europe betokens a rupture 
between the Allies, and the probable formation 
of new and different alliances, in which Eng- 
land and France will be at loggerheads ; the 
former being aided by Austria, while the lat- 
ter will have the co-operation of Russia and 
Prussia. 

The attitudes of the parties are becoming 
beligerent, and already threaten a rupture. 

From Mexico we learn that General Yanez, 
the new Governor of Sonora, had arrived at 
Mazatlan, and was received by the people with 
flattering demonstrations of approbation. 

The news from the Isthmus is of little im- 
portance. Matters are in a state of peace and 
quietude.

THE ELECTION: | 

Messrs. Rorrons:— The long agoay is over, 
Bachanan is elected. Those who sympathise 
with the principles of freedom to which this 
nation was in its origin consecrated, have been 
divided and consequently defcated ; and a party 
devoted to the policy and measures of oppres- 
sion, is triumphant. Freedom lies bleeding, 
her life ebbing, but, if it be the will of God, 
her wounds will heal, and she will leap to her 
feet, and this nation shall still be her home, but 
for the present, bald Despotism is confirmed 
by the voice of the American people. It is 
sad to see such a departure from the principles 
of the fathers; such a forgetfulness of the 
worth and light of liberty; such a throwing 
away of the inherited legacy of free instita- 
tions; such blindness to self interest, for 
those who encourage and build up despotic 
power, will themselves ultimately feel its re- 
straints and its encroachments; and, if the 


American people put this government and 
themselves into the hands of the Slave Power, 
which in its origin and its constitution and 
history, is a principle of despotism, beginning 
its career and marking every step of its pro- 
gress, by trampliog on the rights, and even 
having the effrootery to ignore and deny the 
rights of others, for mere self agrandisement, 
they themselves will soon be the victims. A 
power, the characteristic principle and defini- 
tion of which is the denial of the rights of man, 
and a forcible reduction of him to a chatel for 
selfish purposes, is not a power that will be safe 
for avy class of human beings to entrust them- 
selves to—is not a power that will be likely to 
respect any rights or obligations standing in 
its way—and our history of late has not been 
without illustrations of the trath of this re- 
mark. It is strange that Southern “ Demo- 
erats, and Northern “‘ Democrats” do not see 
this; do not see that they are crecting a power 
that will oppress them. A despotism, once in 
wer, is not wont to care supremely, even for 
the tools that raised it to power, nay, it crush- 
es every thing beneath its iron will. Even 
now, there is very little practical freedom in 
the South, and none if it venture to assert it- 
self in opposition to the Slave Power. South- 
erners themselves, are denied, have lost, the 
right of free speech, a free press, a free palpit, 
a free ballot, and practically, too, of free labor 
and free schools. How long must this tyran- 
izing power go on and spread, and cast its in- 
fluence over the North, and iocrease its de- 
mands, and extortions, and usurpations, before 
the people wake up tothe danger? O, that it 
might be in time to avert it! O, that the non- 
slave-holding whites of the South could see the 
yoke they are putting on their own necks! O 
that party-blind, and party-mad politicians, 
could see to what a fearful precipice they are 
driving this nation, and doing it only that they 
may have the pleasure of driving it up to the 
time of the fatal plunge ! 

It is remarkable and hopeful, that the most 
intelligent and enlightened sections of the 
country, have been most unanimous in condem- 
nation of our incipient but growing despotism. 
New England, New York, Michigan, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, lowa—a solid phalanx for free- 
dom! And in the South, the cities, its most 
intelligent centres, were the weakest in the sup- 
port of Buchanan. Especially is it to be 
noted there was never a Presidential election 
io which the clergy took so deep an interest; 
because the question at issue twined around 
the very vitals of morals and religion. Are 
they interested in a free pulpit? It was in- 
volved in this election. Are they interested in 
the sacredness of marriage? It was involved 
in this election. Are they interested in the 
right of every man to have and read a bible? 
It was involved in this election. Are they in- 
terested in arresting man-stealing ? It was in- 
volved in this election. Are they interested 
in suppressing raffianism and murder? It was 
involved ia this election. Are they interested 
in the spread of the Redeemer’s kingdom? It 
was involved in this election. For, let it turn 
out adversely, and the prospect was, and now 
is, that these objects, so dear to them as repre- 
sentatives of the will of God, would be smit- 
ten down over sections of country where they 
now exist, and their mortal opposites installed 
over them. ‘They were willing, and all the 
North was willing, save a few fanatics, that 
the Southern States should not be questioned 
about the existence of slavery within their 
own borders; but they were not willling that 
it should trample with its destroying hoof and 
poisonous breath over new lands, nor oversha- 
dow with its portentious proportions and ma- 
lign influence, the frae North. For this would 
be to prostrate every commandment of the se- 
cond table of the law. It was not, therefore, 
that the clergy bad forgotten their vocation, 
but because they remembered it; not that 
they might engage in politics, but because 
politics had dared to engage with the second 
table of the law, and had threatened its appli- 
cation over new regions; not that they might 
invade the sphere of politicians, but because 

liticians had invaded the sphere of religion, 
in which they had covenanted to be fuithful to 
God. It was this that made this election so 
full of interest toGod-fearing ministers. And 
in such an election, when the cause of Christ 
and the welfare of man and the country, are at 
stake for untold generations it may be, if they 
had not spoken out, and had not prayed, they 
would have been unworthy of their place and 
the tolerance of the Master. 

Never, also, was there an election in the 
North, when the discussion rested so purel 
on a moral basis. The questions of right and 
wropg—not of expediency, not of trade and 
manufactures, ete., are the oncs which have 
rung through the land. There has been a 
thorough ventilation of the moral principles 
underlying our government. The effect has 
been, not demoralization, as in elections hither- 
to in many cases, but to develop and streng then 
the moral fibre and grain of the people. They 
come out of this contest better and stronger 
men, with less of selfishness and more of prin- 
ciple, with less of trick and cant, and with 
deeper attachment to freedom and right, and 
other institutions of our fathers. The election 
has been a royal baptism in the spirit of 76. 
Multitudes who went into it with indifference, 
have come out patriots, and the substantial 
basis of freedom is vastly stronger to-day than 
it was six months ago. 

What the future will be is uncertain. But 
it is to be hoped that the new administration 
will be awed ** the spirit that is arousing it- 
self. and will keep back from the policy, on 
which it was elected, of slave propagandism. 
That is our only hope from them. 

Messrs. Editors, 1 cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing the hearty admiration with which the 
course of the Pacific is here regarded in apply- 
ing the principles of religion to the practical 

uestions of social and moral order in your 
air State. It could not be a religious paper 
if it left all these questions to be settled with- 
out the aid of religion. Religion does not 
show itself to be religion by refusing to speak 
out when itself is at stake. All my acquaipt- 
ance with it goes to show that it is religion, 
and not a cant or hypocrisy, or baptised time- 
serving, just in proportion as it is a Christian 
power in the community. Christians of the 
t and coming generations, will be de- 
voutly thankful that the Pacific proves itself 
to be such a religious paper. It is a Christian 
power, where, if anywhcre, Christian power is 
needed, in a State in which institutions and 
customs, aud the public sentiment and charac- 
ter, are all taking shape. Long may its fear- 
less and faithful advocacy of truth, and expo- 
sure of w continue.

The Public Schools. 

What shall be done to enable the Board of 
Education to have them open through the com- 
ing year ? 

The actual balance of cash now in the Trea- 
sury, devoted to the current expenses of the 
schools, is so small, that it is important some 
means should be devised, not only to make 
that insignificant balance pay as far as possible, 
bat also some legitimate means to replenish 
the impoverished coffers of the fund devoted 
to education. The School Directors 
may probably be safely entrusted with the 
economical arrangements, as well as with 
everything else connected with the schools ; 
still it is not amiss certainly for those interest- 
ed to suggest such measures as they believe 
calculated to bring about the desired results. 
It is well known that one of the greatest bur- 
thens upon the department bas grown out of 
the extravagant expenditure of money, raised 
by loan, to build the houses on Union street, 
and at the North Beach. These two build- 
ings involve a yearly expense of near $10,000 
for interest on the debt, and for a sinking fand 
to extinguish the debt—a sum out of all rea- 
son, when it is considered what number of 
children are accommodated by the use of these 
costly edifices. Either of these houses, had 
they been properly located, would have far- 
nished ample room for the use of all who 
attend both, and with greater ease and com- 
fort, and less travel, for the scholars. 

It is believed that the department would be 
benefited by closing the North Beach school 
altogether, as the attendance is so small that 
the scholars might all go into that on Union 
street without crowding that building in the 
least, and saving a large sum thereby. If 
some means could be devised by which the 
School Fund should be relieved from the 
charges created by this building, by selling it 
to the couuty for a House of Refuge, for which 
use it might easily be adapted, it would be 
a twofold advantage, benefiting the school 
department and public morality alike. 

Perhaps it might be necessary to procure 
the enactment of a law authorizing the trans. 
fer. This, however, would not be difficult, as 
it is to be supposed the Legislature will 
always favor a measure tending to benefit the 
cause of education. If soma measures to 
increase the funds for school purposes are not 
adopted, as well as a system of rigid economy 
in expenditure, it is greatly to be feared that 
the interests of the children of this city and 
county will greatly saffer for some time to 
come. a

of the crime of murder, in 1855; an appeal 
was taken and the judgment of the Court be- 
low reversed, and a new trial ordered. After 
the remittitur had been filed in the Court be- 
low, the indictment under which the on vie- 
tion was had, was, on motion of the District 
Attorney, sct aside, because of certain irregus 
larities in the eummoning and empanelling of 
the Grend Jury which found it. A new ü in- 
dictment having been found by subsequent 
Grand Jury, appellant was again put upon Lis 
trial for the murder of said Timmons, The 
cause being submitted to a jury, a verdict of 
guilty was returned, upon which the Court 
entered judgment. This judgment was ap- 
pealed from for various reesons, principally of 
a technical nature. The Court reviews the 
different grounds of appeal and decides not to 
disturb the judgment of the Court below, but 
directs that its sentence be carried into execu- 
tion. 

The People vs. Henry M. Gill. The prisoner 
was indicted for murder, charged to have been 
committed on the 22d day of March, 1856, and 
was found “guilty of the crime of murder in 
the second degree.” At the time of the killing 
charged in the indictment, there was no such 
crime knowu to the law as murder in the see“ 
ond degree; and the party could only have 
been convicted of murder or manslaughter.

The P. M. steamer Sonora arrived Tuesday 
evening at 7 o'clock with N. T. dates to Nov. 
20th. 

The Sonora has encountered very severe 
weather, with heavy head sea in the Gulfs of 
Tehuantepec and California. 

Toe health of the Isthmus of Panama con- 
tinues good. No sickness has occurred among 
the Sonora’s passengers. 

The Sonora brings a large mail and 700 
passengers.

THe gave 
himself diligently tostudy; in which he made 
good, but not rapid profiency, improving every 
opportunity by reading and conversation to ac- 
quire knowledge; and thus spent the winter.
